Coinme  vous  le  voyez  chacune  des  Epidemics 
nous  donne  un  chiffre  sensiblement  inferieur  a 
la  moitie  de  la  moyenne  annuelle.  La  Yariole- 
seule  se  maintient  a  zero  depuis  plus  de  dix  ans, 
souhaitons  qu’il  en  soit  encore  ainsi  pour 
plusieurs  annees,  mais  n’oublions  pas  que  le 
seul  moyen  de  parer  au  danger  serait  de 
vacciner  les  enfants. 

II  y  a  eu  pendant  l’annee  1910,  191  cas  de 
Maladies  Epidemiques  notifies  au  Greffe,  nous 
donnons  ci-contre  le  tableau  de  leur  repartition 
par  maladie  ainsi  que  le  nombre  de  deces  qui 
en  ont  resulte  :

Les  paroisses  de  St. -Martin  et  de  la  Trinite 
sont  exemptes  de  toute  epidemie  cette  annee, 
mais  Saint-Helier  prend  a  lui  sent  pins  des 
trois  quarts  du  noinbre  des  cas  notifies. 

Nous  passons  maintenant  a  1’examen  de 
chaque  maladie  en  particulier. 

Malgre  le  petit  nombre  des  cas  notifies,  8 
pour  la  ville  et  12  pour  la  campagne,  nous 
avons  une  mortalite  tres  elevee,  4  en  ville  et  2 
a  la  campagne. — Excepte  les  mois  d’Aout  et 
Septembre  qui  donnent  un  total  de  8  cas,  tous 
les  autres  mois  de  Pannee  donnent uniformement 
1  on  2  cas.

Trois  des  malades  avaient  mange  des 
coquillages  et  deux  autres  etaient  arrives 
malades,  venant  de  France  on  d’Angleterre. 

La  Diphterie  donne  23  cas  de  maladie  Diphterie. 
presqne  tous  (17)  enregistres  en  ville.  II  n’y  a 
heureusement  qu’nn  seul  deces. 

Sauf  le  mois  de  J anvier  pendant  lequel  7  cas 
fnrent  notifies,  la  maladie  est  a  pen  pres 
egalement  repartie  durant  toute  Pannee. 

La  Scarlatine  absente  pendant  les  quatre  Scarlatine. 
premiers  mois  de  Pannee  reparait  en  Mai  et 
debute  par  la  ville  oil  elle  donne  deux  cas  par 
mois  jusqu’en  fin  de  Juillet.  Puis  apres  une 
nouvelle  interruption  de  plus  de  six  semaines, 
elle  reparait  brusquement  a  Ste. -Marie  dans  des 
conditions  de  milieu  qui  semblent  promettre 
Pexplosion  d’une  veritable  epidemie  ;  heureuse- 
ment  que  nous  pouvons  transporter  a  W estmount 
presque  tous  les  cas  notifies  dans  cette  paroisse, 

9  sur  10,  et  20  jours  apres  la  notification  du  ler 
malade,  il  my  a  plus  de  Scarlatine  a  Ste.-Marie. 

Le  nombre  total  des  cas  pendant  Pannee  a 
etc  24  dont  10  en  ville  et  11  a  la  campagne ;  il 
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Rougeole. 


n’y  a  eu  qu’un  seul  deces  cause  par  une 
complication  de  maladies  (etat  puerperal). 

Apres  les  1,132  cas  de  rougeole  de  l’annee 
1907,  les  61  cas  de  l’annee  1908  et  les  151  cas 
de  1909,  nous  aurions  pu  nous  attendre  a  une 
diminution  de  cette  tenace  epidemie,  mais  il 
n’en  est  rien,  nous  avons  encore  enregistre  124 
cas  pendant  1910,  presque  tous  (110)  notifies 
en  ville.  II  y  a  eu  un  deces. 

II  semble  d’ailleurs  que  1’ouest  de  P  Europe, 
la  France  et  l’Angleterre  entre  autres  soient 
depuis  plusieurs  annees  un  foyer  permanent  de 
Rougeole. 

Deux  causes  dont  Tune  au  moins  serait  evitable 
a  Jersey,  peuvent  contribuer  a  la  permanence 
de  la  Rougeole  parmi  les  enfants  de  nos  ecoles. 
La  premiere  est  que  la  contagion  a  lieu  le  plus 
souvent  avant  que  le  malade  presente  des  signes 
visibles  de  la  maladie;  mais  la  seconde  reside  dans 
l’incurie  des  parents  qui  trop  souvent  traitent 
la  Rougeole  comme  une  simple  indisposition, 
n’appellant  pas  le  medecin  et  laissent  leurs 
enfants  malades  se  meler  a  la  communaute  sans 
souci  du  danger  de  contagion. 

Nous  avons  vu  pendant  une  severe  epidemie 
d’oreillons  des  enfants  renvoyes  de  la  classe  par 
leurs  maitres  poureviter  la  contagion,  reparaitre 
le  lendemain  soit  a  l’Ecole  du  Dimanche,  soit 
au  milieu  des  cbanteurs  du  choeur  pendant  les 
offices. 

Nous  pourrions  citer  une  paroisse  de  la 
compagne  dans  laquelle  3  cas  de  rougeole  en 
tout  nous  avaient  ete  modifies,  tandis  que  le 
maitre  de  l’Ecole  Paroissiale  nous  accusait  80 
absences  causees  par  la  meme  maladie. 
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Les  parents  n’avaient  pas  appele  de  Medecin, 
et  avaient  eontrevenu  au  paragraphe  3  de 
1’ Article  17  dii  Reglement  Sanitaire. 

Comment  dans  ces  conditions  ponvons  nous 
arriver  a  proteger  efficacement  les  enfants  des 
ecoles  ? 

Notons  3  cas  de  tetanos  mortels  pendant  le 
mois  de  Jnin.  Nous  voulons  esperer  que  ces 
trois  morts  frappantes  feront  prendre  des 
mesures  de  proprete  et  d’antiseptie  dans  les 
blessures  reques  par  les  ouvriers  des  fermes  an 
cours  de  leurs  travaux.  II  est  bien  prouve 
depuis  les  decouvertes  de  Pasteur  que  c’est 
dans  le  sol  des  cours  de  fermes  et  surtout  pres 
des  ecuries  des  chevaux  que  se  developpe  le 
germe  de  cette  terrible  maladie,  et  la  moindre 
blessure  aux  mains  ou  aux  pieds  pent  lui  servir 
de  porte  d’entree. 

L’influenza  a  cause  une  mort  en  ville  et  une 
a  la  campagne  durant  le  mois  de  Fevrier. 

Des  le  milieu  de  l’annee  les  oreillons  prirent 
la  forme  epidemique  et  nous  obligerent  a  fermer 
un  nombre  considerable  d’ecoles.  C’etait  notre 
seul  moyen  de  lutter  contre  cette  maladie  si 
facilement  transmissible  dans  les  reunions 
d’enfants  ;  mais  comme  nous  Favons  deja  dit 
plus  baut  il  etait  regrettable  de  voir  que  si 
nous  empechions  les  reunions  dans  les  ecoles, 
cela  ne  donnait  que  plus  de  facilite  aux  enfants 
pour  se  rassembler  ailleurs.  Les  parents 
devraientmieux  comprendre  leur  devoir  vis-a-vis 
de  la  Societe  en  general. 

La  Coqueluche  n’a  cause  qu’un  deces  en 
ville  durant  le  mois  de  Mars. 

La  Diarrhee  et  les  affections  intestinales  des 
petits  enfants  continuent  a  se  compter  par 
unites  seulement.

Ci-joint  le  Releve  general  par  ordre  de  date 
de  tons  les  cas  de  Maladies  Epidemiques  notifies 
an  Greffe  pendant  Rannee  1910. 

En  parcourant  les  differentes  colonnes  de  ce 
tableau  vous  voyez  que  sur  un  total  de  191 
malades,  15  out  ete  transporter  a  Westmount  et 
2  ont  ete  traites  a  l’Hopital-General. 

D’autrepart  R  analyse  des  eaux  de  consomma- 
tion  a  ete  demandee  pour  34  maisons  et  cinq 
puits  ont  ete  condamnes. 

Dans  quatre  cas  de  diphterie  et  un  de 
typhoide  la  vente  du  lait  provenant  de  la  ferine 
oil  etait  le  raalade  a  ete  suspendue  jusqu’apres 
la  disinfection. 


Pendant  le  cours  de  Rannee  1910  votre 
employe,  Mr.  E.  G.  Hotton  a  eu  a  desinfecter 
160  maisons  particulieres  et  27  ecoles. 

Ce  travail  d’une  si  grande  valeur  pour 
empecher  la  propagation  des  maladies  est  pour 
ainsi  dire  passe  dans  les  moeurs,  et  nous  sommes 
beureux  de  dire  que  le  public  au  lieu  de 
craindre  la  disinfection  vient  de  plus  en  plus 
spontannement  a  nous  pour  la  reclamer  dans 
nombre  de  cas. 

L’lnspecteur  Medical  visitant  chaque  jour  le 
registre  des  cleces  pour  Saint-Helier  est  ameme 
de  faire  desinfecter  les  locaux  et  la  literieapres 
deces  causes  par  un  grand  nombre  de  maladies 
qui  n’etant  pas  notifiables  com.meepidemie,n’en 
sont  pas  moins  transmissibles.  Cette  nouvelle 
preuve  de  la  sollicitude  de  votre  Comite  pour 
la  protection  de  la  sante  publique  est  tres 
appreciee  par  les  families  et  nous  recevons 


frequemment  des  demandes  d’habitants  de  la 
campagne  qui  viennent  spontannement  nous 
faire  part  de  causes  de  deces  que  nous  ne 
pourrions  connaitre  autrement. 

De  ce  chef  nous  avons  eu  a  desinfecter  :  56 
chambres  apres  deces  suite  de  turberculose,  27 
chambres  apres  deces  suite  de  cancer  ;  dans 
chaque  cas  la  literie  etait,  an  choix  des  families, 
soit  detruite,  soit  desinfectee  dans  l’etuve  a 
vapeur.

Gentlemen, — 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual 
Keport  for  the  past  year. 

The  following  table  will  show  the  varied  nature 
of  the  inspections  carried  out,  also  the  relative 
number  of  visits  as  compared  with  last  year’s 
work : —

Under  the  heading  of  <  Miscellaneous  5  are  in¬ 
cluded  inspections  of  lanes,  brooks,  beaches,  pig- 
styes,  watercress  beds,  knacker’s  yards,  &c.,  &c. 

The  slight  falling  off  in  the  number  of  visits 
under  the  headings  of  4  Nuisances  ’  and  House  to 
House 9  as  compared  with  last  year,  is  due  to  the 
unusual  amount  of  work  requiring  attention  in  the 
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more  remote  districts  of  the  Island,  no  fewer  than 
263  visits  having  been  made  in  the  country  parishes. 

Infectious  Disease. 

Only  57  visits  to  premises  where  infectious  disease 
had  occurred  were  necessary  during  the  past  year,, 
a  further  decline  from  109  in  1909  ;  147  in  1908, 
and  372  in  1907,  the  number  of  visits  naturally 
corresponding  closely  to  the  number  of  cases  notified 
(exclusive  of  measles). 

The  following  figures  are  the  result  of  careful 
investigation  of  each  infectious  case  : —

In  5  instances  the  sale  of  milk  from  infected 
premises  was  ordered  to  be  discontinued  until  com¬ 
plete  disinfection  had  taken  place. 

On  investigating  a  case  of  scarlet  fever  which 
was  being  treated  at  home,  I  found  on  enquiry  that 
a  member  of  the  family  living  in  the  same  house 
was  employed  as  an  assistant  in  a  bakery  and  was 
going  on  with  his  work  as  usual. 

I  interviewed  the  baker  with  the  result  that  the 
lad  was  sent  home  at  once. 

The  following  day  he  appeared  with  a  note  to  say 
that  he  had  left  home  temporarily  and  also  a  certi¬ 
ficate  from  the  medical  man  in  attendance  to  the 
effect  that  the  lad  was  free  from  infection. 


However,  on  representation  being  made  to  his 
employer  that  the  bakehouse  would  be  closed  unless 
the  lad  remained  from  home  for  the  allotted  ten 
days  before  returning  to  work,  the  matter  was 
satisfactorily  arranged. 

It  may  be  called  to  mind  that  an  assistant  in  a 
bakery  was  responsible  for  the  spreading  of  the 

same  disease  in  November,  1907.

Although  no  cases  could  be  directly  attributed  to 1 
an  infected  milk  supply  during  the  past  two  years, 
yet  several  of  the  apparently  unaccountable  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  may  have  been  due  to  the  infection 
carried  by  persons  recently  in  contact  with  a  case} 
of  this  disease  being  engaged  in  the  distribution  of 
milk. 

I  intend,  therefore,  compiling  a  Register  of  the 
names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  engaged  in  the 
milk  or  bread  trade,  either  as  carriers,  shop  assist- 
tants,  errand  boys  or  otherwise. 

These  will  be  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  so 
that,  on  a  case  of  infectious  disease  being  notified, 
reference  can  at  once  be  made  to  the  Register  to 
find  out  if  any  member  of  the  family  or  dweller  in 
the  same  house  is  engaged  in  either  of  the  above 
trades. 

Mainly  in  connection  with  infectious  cases,  37 
samples  of  drinking  water  were  collected  in  the 
country  parishes  and  delivered  to  the  Official 
Analyst. 

Smoke  Test. 

The  smoke  test  was  applied  on  18  occasions  to 
the  drainage  systems  of  11  properties,  only  one  of 
which  was  found  satisfactory  at  first  test,  while  in 
4  cases  the  defects  discovered  necessitated  complete 
overhauling  and  relaying  of  the  existing  systems. 
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Six  fees  of  £1  were  received  from  owners  or 
tenants  with  a  view  to  having  drains  and  fittings 
tested  and  examined.  Five  certificates  have  been 
granted  regarding  the  satisfactory  sanitary  con¬ 
dition  of  the  premises  concerned,  while  the  remain¬ 
ing  one  is  still  withheld  owing  to  the  necessary 
work  not  having  been  completed. 

Up  to  date  I  have  tested  the  drainage  systems 
of  73  properties  and  only  found  9  without  serious 
defects. 

These  properties  were  not,  as  might  be  imagined, 
mainly  cheaply-rented  dwellings  tenanted  by  the 
poorer  classes,  or  very  old  buildings  where  sanitary 
defects  might  be  presumed  to  exist.  In  fact,  the 
great  majority  of  badly-planned  and  defective 
drains  and  insanitary  fittings  have  been  found  to 
exist  in  residences  with  rentals  of  £30  and  upwards. 

6  ‘  Weaver  traps  ’  have  been  inserted  on  private 
drains  to  disconnect  same  from  the  town  sewers. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  number  of  milkshops  on  the  Register  now 
stands  at  118  as  compared  with  116  at  this  time 
last  year. 

Several  small  retailers  in  town  have  given  up  the 
sale  of  milk,  but  a  number  of  country  shops  where 
milk  is  retailed  have  been  added  to  the  Register. 

420  visits  have  been  paid  to  these  establishments, 
most  of  which  are  now  in  a  pretty  fair  state. 

Until  some  form  of  compulsory  registration  of 
milk  sellers  is  introduced  and  a  stringent  code  of 
regulations  drawn  up,  there  seems  little  chance  of 
weeding  out  the  worst  examples  and  bringing  the 
remaining  shops  up  to  the  required  standard. 

During  rthe  summer  a  complaint  was  received 
that  ‘  ropy  ’  milk  was  being  sold  at  a  certain  milk- 
shop.  On  investigation  I  found  that  a  farmer  was 


£ 
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supplying  the  retailer  with  milk  which  turned 
4  ropy  ’  in  the  course  of  a  few  hours.  Both  were 
warned  to  discontinue  the  sale  of  the  unsound  milk. 

The  farmer  had  a  cow  sick  at  the  time,  which 
might  have  been  a  coincidence. 

Bakehouses. 

135  visits  have  been  paid  to  bakehouses,  of  which 
there  are  still  58  on  the  Register,  and  the  general 
condition  is  satisfactory. 

The  bakehouse  which  was  closed  at  the  end  of 
last  year  as  unfit  for  use  was  reopened  without  the 
necessary  alterations  having  been  carried  out.  An 
order  was  promptly  sent  to  the  tenant  to  stop 
baking  at  once.  The  work  was  then  put  in  hand 
and  satisfactorily  completed  under  supervision. 

Food  Inspection. 

31  inspections  were  made  of  premises  where 
food  is  prepared  or  exposed  for  sale,  such  as 
butchers’,  grocers’  and  fishmongers’  shops,  potted 
meat  factories,  ‘  charcuteries,’  &c. 

I  would  again  draw  the  attention  of  this  Com¬ 
mittee  to  the  manner  in  which  meat  is  carted 
through  the  streets  from  the  slaughter  house  to  the 
various  shops.  I  have  repeatedly  seen  meat  only 
partially  covered,  exposed  to  flies  and  dust,  being 
drawn  through  the  streets  in  dirty,  greasy,  un¬ 
covered  carts. 

In  my  opinion,  vehicles  for  the  transport  of  meat 
should  be  fitted  with  proper  covers,  painted  white 
and  kept  scrupulously  clean. 

House-to-House  Inspection. 

During  the  past  year  1,118  houses  have  been 
visited,  either  in  response  to  complaints  or  in  the 
course  of  systematic  inspection  of  the  poorer  quar¬ 
ters  of  the  town. 
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The  defects  discovered  are  dealt  with  under  the 
heading  of  “Nuisances.” 

A  number  of  property  owners  still  continue  to 
treat  a  perfectly  legitimate  complaint  by  a  tenant 
as  an  offence  punishable  by  instant  eviction.  More¬ 
over,  in  at  least  three  cases  during  the  past  year, 
my  attention  has  been  called  to  a  dwelling  house 
utterly  unfit  for  habitation  ;  a  report  has  been  sent 
to  the  Constable,  and  within  a  few  days  the  com¬ 
plainant  has  received  notice  to  leave,  accompanied 
by  a  summons  for  rent  only  a  few  days  overdue. 

In  these  circumstances  I  make  a  practice  of 
bringing  pressure  to  bear  upon  the  landlord  to  have 
the  necessary  repairs  carried  out  down  to  the 
smallest  detail  before  passing  the  dwelling  as  fit 
for  occupation  by  another  tenant. 

Complaints. 

173  complaints  have  been  received  from  various 
sources,  as  compared  with  last  year’s  total  of  114. 

The  great  majority  of  these  complaints  were 
discovered  to  be  well  founded. 

Nuisances. 

The  inspections  of  premises  where  nuisances  had 
previously  been  found  to  exist  numbered  874  during 
the  year. 

These  visits  are  principally  carried  out  for  the 
purpose  of  following  up  reports  which  have  been 
forwarded  either  to  this  Committee  or  to  the  Con¬ 
stables  of  the  various  parishes  with  reference  to  the 
insanitary  condition  of  premises  disclosed  by  ‘  House 
to  House  ’  or  casual  inspections. 

In  all,  153  reports  have  been  transmitted  to  the 
proper  authorities  (an  increase  of  39  over  last  year) ; 
32  of  these  referring  to  properties  situated  in  the 
country  parishes,  as  against  22  in  1909. 


The  properties  referred  to  in  these  reports  are 
not  lost  sight  of  but  are  revisited  at  intervals  until 
the  necessary  work  is  completed. 

In  the  majority  of  cases,  little  or  no  trouble  is 
experienced  in  getting  the  suggested  improvements 
put  in  hand,  but  a  certain  section  of  property  owners 
are  very  difficult  to  move  and  frequently  several 
notices  have  to  be  served  before  anything  is  done. 

On  the  other  hand  a  considerable  amount  of 
progress  is  made,  when,  as  is  frequently  the  case, 
proprietors  are  willing  to  improve  the  sanitary 
condition  of  their  property  under  my  supervision, 
without  any  pressure  being  brought  to  bear. 

As  regards  the  brook  from  the  Vallee-des-Vaux, 
an  improvement  has  been  effected  by  the  portion 
below  the  old  mill-wheel  at  Town  Mills,  which  had 
become  very  fold,  being  filled  up,  but  otherwise  the 
condition  of  affairs  remains  unaltered.  The  same 
may  be  said  of  the  brook  at  Mont  Oochon. 

On  receipt  of  a  complaint  I  visited  the  knacker’s 
yard  at  “  Le  Mourier,”  St.  John’s,  and  found  the 
premises  in  a  disgustingly  filthy  condition,  the  state 
of  things  being  so  bad  that  on  reporting  to  this 
Committee  an  order  was  issued  to  ‘  cease  the  carry- 
ing  on  of  the  business  ’  altogether. 

This  order  the  occupier  failed  to  comply  with, 
whereupon  proceedings  were  instituted  in  the  Royal 
Court,  and  he  was  fined  £5. 

Permission  was  then  given  by  the  Committee  to 
another  person  to  commence  business  in  the  same 
locale,  on  the  understanding  that  the  premises 
should  be  put  in  a  thoroughly  sanitary  condition 
and  everything  carried  out  under  strict  supervision. 

The  original  offender  then  commenced  intercep¬ 
ting  horses  on  their  way  to  the  new  knackery  and 
slaughtering  them  at  his  private  residence.  This 
proceeding  was  summarily  stopped. 
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An  application  by  the  same  individual  to  start 
another  knacker’s  yard  in  the  same  district  was 
refused  as  out  of  the  question. 

I  have  visited  the  premises  under  the  new 
management  on  several  occasions.  The  whole  place 
has  been  reconstructed  under  my  supervision  and 
the  mode  of  carrying  on  the  business  now  leaves 
nothing  to  be  desired. 

A  number  of  complaints  having  been  received  of 
objectionable  smells  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Gas 
Works,  I  interviewed  the  Manager  on  the  subject. 
He  informed  me  that  a  lime  precipitation  tank  had 
failed  to  work  and  an  effluent  water  highly  charged 
with  sulphuretted  hydrogen  had  been  allowed  to 
pass  into  the  sewer.  Consequently  the  gas  escaped 
at  every  defective  street  gully  or  untrapped  private 
drain  from  the  Gas  Works  to  the  outfall. 

Better  evidence  of  the  defective  condition  of  the 
town  drainage  could  not  be  procurable. 

A  thorough  investigation  of  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  Public  Prison  has  been  made,  with  special 
reference  to  the  lighting  and  ventilation  of  the 
men’s  cells,  and  a  detailed  report  forwarded  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Prison  Board. 

Previous  to  this  the  drainage  system  of  the  Gate¬ 
keeper’s  house  was  relaid  under  my  supervision. 

Consequent  on  a  complaint  by  a  medical  man, 
regarding  cases  of  sore  throat  and  other  ailments  at 
a  Country  Rectory  I  visited  these  premises, 
regarding  the  sanitary  condition  of  which  a  report 
was  made  to  this  Committee. 

Extensive  improvements  were  thereupon  carried 
out  by  the  Parish  Committee,  the  work  executed 
including  the  overhauling  and  partial  relaying  of 
the  drainage  system  ;  the  provision  of  an  adequate 
water  supply  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes  ; 


tlie  abatement  of  dampness  in  the  walls  and  floors, 
and  the  provision  of  adequate  surface  drainage. 
Satisfactory  arrangements  were  also  made  for  the 
reception  of  the  house  drainage,  and  the  whole  of 
the  work  was  carried  out  in  a  highly  commendable 
manner. 

The  wooden  erection  known  as  ‘  Noah’s  Ark  ’ 
situated  above  the  ropewalk  at  Havre-des-Pas  has 
been  finally  condemned  as  unfit  for  habitation. 

A  number  of  inspections  have  been  made  of  the 
sea-beach  at  various  points  on  the  south  and  east 
coasts  of  the  island.  The  state  of  affairs  at  Gorey 
Pier  has  been  much  improved  by  the  extension  of 
the  sewer. 

A  report  has  already  been  submitted  to  this 
Committee,  dealing  with  the  outfall  of  the  drain 
from  the  Female  Orphan’s  Home  in  Grouville  Bay. 

At  various  points  the  beach  is  used  as  a  dumping 
ground  for  household  refuse. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  the  sewage  from  the 
outfall  at  Havre-des-Pas  contaminates  the  bathing 
pool,  and  at  First  Tower,  a  main  drain  discharges 
at  a  point  near  high  water  mark  and  close  to  the 
bathing  station. 

St.  Brelade’s  Bay  is  also  being  seriously  contami¬ 
nated  by  the  amount  of  sewage  discharged  upon 
the  sands  by  several  private  drains,  especially  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  Church  and  Pier. 

Following  on  reports  to  the  Constables  of  the 
various  Parishes,  a  considerable  amount  of  sanitary 
work  has  been  carried  out  under  my  supervision, 
the  details  of  which  I  append  below : —

Water  Supply. 


A  considerable  amount  of  attention  lias  been 
devoted  to  the  matter  of  water  supply. 

In  addition  to  the  samples  invariably7  taken  on 
the  occurrence  of  a  case  of  infectious  disease,  the 
water  supplies  of  21  properties  were  submitted  to 
the  Official  Analyst,  in  many  cases  a  series  of 
samples  being  procured. 

Of  these  9  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  drinking 
purposes. 

In  one  case,  where  the  water  contained  a  high 
proportion  of  lead  in  solution,  the  lead  pipes  were 
taken  out  and  iron  pipes  substituted. 

3  wells  were  cleansed,  cemented  and  pumped  out 
until  passed  as  satisfactory,  4  were  totally  unfit  for 
use,  and  were  permanently  closed,  and  the  remain¬ 
ing  one  is  about  to  be  filled  up. 
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Dairy  Farms. 

14  inspections  of  dairy  farms  took  place  during 
the  year. 

One  farm  was  found  to  be  in  such  a  filthy 
condition  that  the  sale  of  milk  therefrom  was  stopped. 

Some  improvement  was  effected,  but  later  in  the 
year  the  premises  were  found  to  have  reverted  to 
their  old  condition,  and  a  further  report  was 
necessary.  The  premises  are  now  closed. 

The  remaining  farms  visited  were  satisfactory. 

Food  Samples. 

89  samples  of  food  have  been  procured  under  the 
provisions  of  the  “  Loi  touchant  la  Falsification  des 
Fenrees.”

One  of  the  samples  of  sausages  was  found  to 
contain  traces  of  sulphites  ;  the  pork  pie  contained 
traces  of  boric  acid,  and  the  Demerara  sugar  faint 
traces  of  artificial  colouring.

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The  amount  of  the  fine  eventually  imposed  on 
the  farmer  was  £1. 

The  offender  has  now  retired  from  business. 

In  the  cases  of  samples  Nos.  241  and  244,  the 
milk  had  been  supplied  to  the  retailers  by  the 
above-mentioned  farmer  and,  on  the  latter  being 
presented  at  Court  at  the  same  time  to  account  for 
three  adulterated  samples,  the  retailers’  cases  were 
dismissed. 

In  a  similar  manner,  the  retailer  whose  sample 
No.  262  was  found  adulterated,  complained  of  the 
quality  of  the  milk  supplied  by  the  farmer. 

Samples  were  taken, when  two  were  found  genuine, 
one  suspicious  and  one  (No.  268)  adulterated. 

The  retailer’s  case  was  dismissed. 

None  of  the  remaining  cases  call  for  comment. 

No  preservatives  were  found  in  any  of  this  year’s 
samples. 

The  total  fines  imposed  amounted  to  £2  10/-  with 
£3  3/-  costs. 

The  feature  of  the  year’s  work  in  this  direction 
has  undoubtedly  been  the  great  falling  off  in  the 
quality  of  the  samples  procured  from  farmers. 

The  average  composition  of  the  26  samples  taken, 
works  out  at  13*26  total  solids  as  compared  with 
the  average  for  the  past  three  years  of  14*36. 

Both  these  figures  include  the  adulterated  samples. 

On  the  other  hand  the  samples  bought  in  shops 
are  just  up  to  the  previous  years’  average,  the 
figures,  including  adulterated  samples,  working  out 
at  13*1)6  total  solids  as  compared  with  13*99  in  past 
years.

It  will  be  seen  from 

the  above  that 

while  the 

genuine  retailers’  samples  are  somewhat  above  the 
average  quality  of  previous  years,  the  milk  supplied 
by  farmers  shows  a  decided  drop  from  the  previous 
high  standard,  even  when  allowance  is  made  for  the 
vagaries  of  one  or  two  unreliable  sources  of  supply. 

No  less  than  18  samples  out  of  the  26  supplied 
by  farmers  contained  less  than  14 J°  total  solids. 

A  number  of  farmers  are  being  kept  under 
observation.
